LONDON. Sepl. 10, 12.52 p. m.— The, 


Russian victory al Tarnopol. eastern

"According to his instructions the 


commander was not allowed to attack 
the Arabic without warning and with- 
out saving the lives unless the ship at- 
tempted lo escape" o.r offered resistance. 
He was forced, however, to conclude 
from the attendant circumstances that 
the Arabic planned a violent attack on 
the submarine. 


"This conclusion is all the more ob- 


vious, as he had been fired upon at a 
great distance In the Irish sea on Aug.

belonging to the British Royal Mail

"The German government most deep- 


ly regrets that lives were lost through 
the action of the commander. It par- 
ticularly expresses this regret to the 
government of the United States on 
account of the death of American cit- 
izens.
